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Fief, w Simiay l>HW Oajil Tru mph of the 
Steam FiKK-EyuiNra.— During the heavy rale ou Sunday 
evcuing. a tire broke out in a row of buildinp on the cor- 
ner of Vine aud Canal streets. These buildings are com- 
posed entirely of wood, old, dry, and highly inflammable. 
This fact, taken in connection with the no less alarming 
circumstance that a high wind wa» then prevailing, left no 
hope iu the minds of tho-s- who witnessed the fire that anv 
of the buildings could be saved irom destruction. The 
alarm was given, however, and in a few niinute* immense 
streams of water were being poured ou the burning timbers 
from seven steam fire-encines; and in aa incredibly short 
time (twenty minutes) the fire was entirely extinguished. 
This speaks volumes iu favor of the steam fire-engines. Iu 
the midst of a terrific gale of wind, with a fire fiercely 
ragine in the uiidstof a row of buildings of a most inflam- 
mable nature, they were severely tested, but came out of 
the conflict victorious. Had it not been for these powefM 
•ngine*. together with the Indomitable energy of the fire- 
men, the entire blork would most certainly have been 
destroyed.— Cincinnati Enquirer, March S. 

There is a very significant contrast between the 
foregoing account of the fire in Cincinnati on Sun- 
day night, and the description given in the Ixmisville 
papers of the destruction of Drecden's Mill and the 
adjoining property on Thursday night last. It is 
evident that our neighbors of the Queen City possess 
very great advantages over us in their arrangements 
for extinguishing fires. The one reported in ihe 
Cincinnati Enquirer was in many respects similar to 
the fire here on Thursday night. A high wind pre- 
vailed, and the buildings were of very inflammable 
materials. The flames there threatened extensive 
destruction, but were subdued in twenty minutes by 
the torrents of water poured upon them from seven 
powerful steam engines. Here they raged violently 
and were only conquered after the destruction of 
nearly all the buildings on the square, and after our 
gallant firemen were completely worn out with their 
efforts, and the supply of water was almost entirely 
exhausted. 

In Cincinnati they have now no fear of any very 
extensive conflagrations. Here our citizens know 
not, when a tirt liegins, where its ravages will be 
stopped. The recent severe losses by fire sternly 
admonish us that we should lose no time in providing 
greater security against fires. We have a steam en- 
gine, built during the administration of Mr. Speed, 
but it has been worse than useless. It is merely an 
expense, but because it has been wrongly construct- 
ed there is no reason why we might not procure those 
which will lie a<i efficient as the apparatus now in 
use in Cincinnati. We hope our "City Fathers" 
will take these matters into consideration, and pro- 
vide us with available means to combat fires more 
[ly than can be done at present.

Ihe next day, old Ken- 
tucky found the office of Mr. Kayinond,"nnd "reck- 
oned" it was a "mighty bad way "to treat strangers," 
and, as usual, wanted to know if it could nut lie 
stopjied. He said he read the papers, but thought 
lie was in the true office. 

A Dekaultkk Ovkrtakkn.— A Liverpool letter 
says: 

The Atlantic left New York for Liverpool on the 
1st inst. Among the passengers was a man named 
Winter, (with his wife), a clerk of a mercantile firm 
in New l ork, having in his possession ^2,000 be- 
longing to his employers, and which he had obtained 
by breaking open the safe.

AFFAIKS IN CHINA. 

[Correspondence of the Loudon Times,] 

Hong Kong, Dec. 30, 1856. 

The London mail of the »<)th of November arrived 
here per steamer Madras on the 21th inst. 

At Canton the foreign factories have been burned 
to the ground. The tire commenced about 11 P. M. 
ou the 14th inst., and although every effort was 
made to arrest the flames, it proved utterly useless, 
and all the houses were destroyed, with oils excep- 
tion, which has since been gufted by the Chinese. It 
was the result of a well planned and executed 
scheme on the part of the Chinese. The fire broke I 
out simultaneously at different points, and was aided 
by combustitiles. lire balls and rockets, thrown from 
the suburbs. Many Chinese houses were also 
burned. 

Mr. O. T. Lane, of the British Consulate, was 
killed by the falling of a wall during the conflagra- 
tion. 

No attack was made by the China-tc, who appear 
to have been quite content with burning the houses, 
by w Inch act they themselves will h« the ever.tu il 
losers. Most of the houses wen: vacant, but much 
valuable property has nevertheless MM destroyed. 

At Hong Kong there have been no disturbances, 
and measures have been taken lor the public safety. 
All Chinese are required to carry a lantern after 
dark, and between 10 P. M. and daylight none are 
allowed to move about without a pass. To the res- 
pectable portion this is no hardship, and they are 
quite alive to the benefit they derive from protective 
measures. 

The foreign residents are to lie sworn in hj it] as 
special constat Am, and a tire brigade is to be organ- 
ized from among them. 

The feltowiug ebnto letter from the United 
States Commissioner explains the present position 
and attitude of the Americans here. It clearlv 
points to ulterior coercive measures, and it is verv 
desirable that the K reat foreign powers should act in 
concert when arranging future relations with China:

At 
the. last meeting of the Ueueral CouucU, which was held ou 
the 5th inst., tie submitted a reiiort against the adoption of

Hints koii tiik Skason. — Fruit Trees. — An evil 
that has been observed to follow early winter pru- 
ning is the great evaporation from newly-cut sur- 
faces. The effect will be noticed in the complete 
shrivelling of the terminal buds on pruned branches. 
Pruning is frequently deferred till spring in order 
to avoid the ettects just noticed. Evaporation, in 
such cases, may be prevented by covering the cut 
surface with a paint of gum shellac dissolved in 
alcohol. All fruit cultivators should lie provided 
with this preparation for the covering of cut sur- 
faces and accidents to the bark of trees. 

Pruning. — Never cut a branch until you can see a 
satisfactory reason for its removal. In thinning the 
branches of old, neglected trees, endeavor to do it 
regularly, so as to preserve a well-balanced head. 
Young, stunted trees should lie pruned well back, 
and all fruit buds picked out. On the other hand, 
those that have made strong growths should be 
sparingly pruned, and, if the upright centre shoots 
are vigorous, and the lower side branches weak, the 
latter should be pruned close, and the ceutre shoots 
reduced in vigor by pinching the young shoots du- 
ring growth; pruning them severely now will only 
increase their future vigor. 

Greenhouse. — Continue to shift into layer pots 
young plants of fuchsias, calceolaries, &c, and re- 
pot geuerally all plauts that require changing. A 
soil composed of rotted turfs will answer all pur- 
poses; use it without sifting, and let it lie rather 
dry than otherwise. Plauts that have hard, matted 
lulls of roots should have the fresh soil pret-sed as 
hard as possible, otherwise the water will pa>s 
through it without benefiting the plant; many plants 
die for want of attention to this point. The pots 
should be clean, and two or three handsful of bro- 
ken pots or small charcoal put in the bottom for 
drainage. Plants that are put in large pots, as ca- 
melias and azaleas, that have attained a desirable 
size, and are likely not to be disturbed for a time, 
are all the better for having two or three, long strips 
of charcoal that will reach from the drainage to the 
surface of the soil iu the pot, inserted while un- 
dergoing the potting operation. This will prevent 
solidity in the soil and insure a free circulation of 
water and air to the roots. To prevent worms and 
insects from entering into the soil through the drain- 
age, a small piece of perforated zinc may be placed 
in the pot before arranging the material for drain- 
age.

Variktiks ok Peas.— Mmtn. Edtttnn: Enquirer, 
in number two of the present volume, desires to be 
informed of the earliest and best peas grown in this 
State. It is indeed gratifying to lind your amateur 
correspondents inquiring for knowledge of the let- 
ter kinds of garden vegetables. The vegetable 
garden has heretofore been left with too little atten- 
tion, so little indeed that thU sufject has f.illen en- 
tirely I eliiml the march of improvement now being 
me.de in the other branches of horticulture. The 
recent distribution of seeds from the Patent Office 
has given an impetus to the desire for a more per- 
fect und general knowledge upon the subject than 
heretofore realized, except in a few individual in- 
stances. Aside from the health and pleasure the 
industrious gardener may enjoy from his pursuit, 
the pecuniary benefit is surely sufficient to claim the 
most particular attention. 

In relation to the pea, Mr. Thomas Buist, in his 
"Family Kitchen Gardener," remarks: "That, in 
flavor und quality, there is as great a difference in 
the pea as in any vegetable with which I am ac- 
quainted, though, from otiservation, cultivators and 
even cooks have little kuowledge of the quality 
and flavor of the diiferent varieties in cultivation. 
BMM, when merely plain boiled and seasoned, are 
of themselves a luxury; others require more aasist- 
ance from the culinary art to make them palatable." 
From the absence of accurate descriptive informa- 
tion concerning garden vegetables, and the general 
desire for its possession by young beginners. I, four 
years ago, determined to purchase a small quantity 
«f every attainable species of ganltn seeds, and 
submit them to comparative test and culture. Mv 
pursuits have since prevented the execution of my 
design. I hope, however, some of the curious in 
such matters, among the able correapoiidenta of the 
Country Gentleman, will carry it out, and give ua 
the results of their experience through its pages. 

The varieties of the pea are almost interminable, 
many lieing, however, only sub-varieties, being the 
same or essentially the same in growth and quality 
under like circumstances. The specimens I have 
received of those marked in italics have proved to 
i e about the same as those preceding, the name con- 
stituting in mtht instances the only difference. The 
duration of growth to maturity and the height de- 
jiend much upon the richness of the soil, time of 
planting, and the due regulation of warmth and 
moisture. The following are among the earliest va- 
rieties:

The White Marrowfats and IiLick-eyed Marrow- 
fats have matured about the same time with me for 
two seasons past. The Champion of England is 
the best intermediate sort between the earliest -orts 
aud the White Marrowfats, being oue of the richest 
and best flavored peas grown. It is very preduc- 
tive, the pods yielding the greatest amount of shell- 
ed peas when in an eatable state, not excepting the 
White Marrow fits, which will lie seen by the fol- 
lowing table to be one of the largest sized peas. 
The Champions can be allowed to attain their full 
si/e, whereas the Marrowfats, as also most other 
peas, require to be picked young to be eatable. Al- 
though at tir~t feeble and slender, they acquire great 
V%M in their subsequent grovvtli, and withstand the 
heat and drouth of summer remarkably. They 
matnre their fruit in successive crops, yielding sev- 
eral tine pickings to a few vines. 

Many of the above-named varieties and their kin- 
dred have the merit only of being the earliest. 
Where it is desired to make one general planting, 
the adaptation of some of the following named to a 
particular season makes them desirable, but this va- 
riety may be planted so as to furnish a succession 
for the table throughout the season, from May to 
November. There are several other fancy varieties 
of perhaps equally good flavor, but many of them 
are very tall growers and but moderate bearers, 
yielding but little return for the trouble of cultiva- 
tion. 

Champion of England — height, three to five feet. 
Planted April 24, 185G— picked July 4 — 72 days. 
Planted May 27 — picked July 22, and successively — 
57 days. Four quarts pods, two-thirds grown, vield- 
ed %X quarts shelled peas ( 10 quarts New Early 
Kingwood Marrows yielded only 2>t quarts — time 
of growth the same). 

The following table will enable any person to de- 
termine what qunntity to put to soak, or purchase, 
for planting in rows, which, when the seed is contly 
and the space is limited, is often desirable:

Givk Hkns Mkat. — Many persons complain that 
their hens will not lay, and that, notwithstanding 
their assiduity iu furnishing them with all the arti- 
cles ordinarily recommended to insure fecundity, 
the eggs they produce will not "half pay the expen- 
ses." Now "we presume there is something Ucking, 
or the fowls would certainly not run their owners in 
debt. It is not generally understood, even by those 
who profess to be the most deeply versed in the mys- 
teries ot "Henology," that the hen, being omniv- 
orous, requires, to insure fecundity, a very liberal 
allowance of meat.' When enjoying her liberty in 
the fields, pastures, or door-yards, the principal part 
of her sustenance is derived from insects, worms, 
&c. She partakes but sparingly at such times of 
grain, and often when that article is supplied leaves 
it for the more inviting food which nature supplies 
her with, in her favorite haunts. Now if we con- 
fine her where the natural propensity for this descrip- 
tion of food cannot he gratified, even though we 
supply the best of grain, and in abundance, she 
will cease to lay. The privation injures her health, 
and will necess irily be an end of projit until the de- 
ficiency is supplied. 

When I rem uieat or fresh fish cannot be supplied, 
the common scraps of the butcher, w hich are hard 
and compact, aud can be kept any length of time, 
answer all the desired purpose.

Immense Cable. — The strongest cable ever manu- 
factured for a merchant vessel is now King at one 
of the railwav stations in this town.

It is intended for mooring the 
United States mail steamship Adriatic in the Sloyne 
when she arrives, and is considered capable of hold- 
ing her, large as she Is, in the heaviest gale. The 
length of the cable is 40 yards, and its weight per 
link 50 lbs. In the process of proving one of the 
weakest links gave way at 97 tons pressure, with a 
force that shook the building. A new link was sub- 
stituted, and the cable withstood a strain of 105 
tons.

Washington, March 10. 

Mr. Pugh offered a resolution that the Senate ad- 
journ on Saturday next.

Potatoks — On soil suitable for their production, 
there is no more profitable crop raised in this vicini- 
ty than Irish jH>t;:tocs, v and, notwithstanding the 
severe droughts of two of the last three reasons, 
which greatly diminished the yield, we feel assure 1, 
that, forth* last six or seven years, it has produced 
»lx>ut as much net profit to the farmer as any 
other crop. 

A good grass eod, well broken up in the fall, is 
probably the most certain of any other land to pro- 
duce a good crop of large, sound, potatoes. There 
is among the shippers so decided a preference for the 
*'Neshanoc" that nearly all persons who raise this 
crop for shipment plant mostly of this kind. It is 
• well known fact that nearly all the finer 
kind- < f potatoes are less productive than the less 
nutritious varieties about in proportion to their rela- 
tive value for the table, but from some cause the 
Nerh:tnoj seems to be less productive than some 
Other sorts that axe nearly or quite as good in quali- 

This in many instances may arise from the fact 
that this variety being more in demand, at high 
prices, has led to the use of seed which is too small 
and immature in this variety, w hile others less in 
demand have not been picked quite so close. 

Many experiments have been tried to test the 
relative value of large and small potatoes for seed. 
The results have not been conclusive, for the reason 
that no one has tested them fairly for a series of 
years, which is the only way to arrive at satisfactory 
conclusions. From all we can gather, we incline to 
the opinion that medium sized potatoes, uncut, will 
be found to produce the largest crop of merchantable 
potatoes. If any one wishes to test the matter fair- 
ly, we suggest that they select from the same let say 
• pound each of large, medium, and small potatoes 
and plant all in similar soil, uncut; and another 
pound of large potatoes, cut; cultivated alike, and 
the next season, after noting down the results, se- 
lect the largest of the large, the medium from the 
medium lot, and small from the small lot, for seed 
for another season; continue this for rive years, and 
the information obtained will be well worth all the 
troulde it will cost. As we said before, we prefer 
medium sized potatoes for seed, and, for early plant- 
ing particularly, should prefer them planted uncut, 
as the cut pieces are more liable to be injured by cold,

for the potato crop should lie 
up in the fall, if possible, so as to be ready for 
planting the first suitable weather in March. The 
they can be planted the better. 

« under the impression that it is 
• to plow deep for potatoes; but, if they 
have noticed the decided advantage of deep plowing 
lor this crop during the last dry season, we think 
they will change their opinion." It is true that the 



eep in the ground, but the 
roots by which they are sustained will ex- 
deep as you can find means to open the soil 
for them, and, if encouraged to delve beyond the in- 
fluence of the dry, hot surface, so much more sure 
are you of a large crop for your pains. 

In regard to the best method of planting, some dif- 
ferent opinions prevail. Some good crops have 
been produced by planting two sets in hills two and 
a half feet apart, and this method admits of culti- 
; both ways. In soil much infested witL rank 
; weeds this way is probably the best. The 
ethod is to drop the sets eight or ten inches 
apart in row s two and a half to three feet apart; in- 
deed this methyl is almost universal in this localitv, 
yet some think there is an advantage in dropping 
two sets together 18 or 20 inches apart in the row. 
We have tried this method several times in fields 
planted in the ordinary war, by dropping several 
alternate rows in this manner, but could never dis- 
cover the least difference. 

The general practice is to throw the earth to the 
vines at the last working, so as to form ridges more 
or loss high; some have advised instead that the 
soil should be kept level, and the cultivator onlv I* 
used to lay by the crop. No doubt, in seasons of 
great drouth, if the early workings have been done 
with an instrument that kept the soil mellow to a 
considerable depth, this level culture is the best, as 
there is less surface exposed to evaporation than 
those thrown up into sharp ridges; and it is some- 
times the case that the plant puts out new roots 
above the tubers when thus earthed up, which are 
not of any benefit to the crop, if indeed they do not 
injure it by arresting the elaborated sap as it returns 
from the leaves, to the formation of a second crop of 
young tubers instead of increasing the size of tho.-e 
already formed. This second series of roots are also 
so near the surface, that if, as is supposed, they sns- 
tain the vigor of the top to a later period in a sea- 
sonable year, they are more liable to be cut off by 
drouth iu a dry one than those which extend deeper 
into the earth. We think that whatever tends to 
produce a second growth of fibrous roots after the 
tubers are formed must be injurious to the crop. 

In regard to the kind of potatoes to plant, fashion 
governs this matter as much as any other. There 
are several kinds of potatoes quite as good as Ne- 
shvno * and more productive, but they are not in 
demand, and hence, except for family use, they are 
■ot profitable. Seed potatoes brought from the 
North have beenfjund more productive than those 
raised in this vicinity. There is a large coarse po- 
tdt j known as the "long red" or horse potato, which, 
though very inferior during the fall and winter, are 
really fine late in the spring when other kinds begin 
to deteriorate. Every farmer should grow a few of 
these for family use late in the spring. They are 
T«ry productive. 

It is a common opinion that potatoes will mix when 
different varieties are grown together. We hold 
this to be impossible. The opinion is no doubt based 
apon the fact that the most carefully selected seed 
Will in a few years ccntain many inferior sorts. This 
is no doubt to be attributed to the fact that the in- 
ferior kinds increase more rapidly than the best 
kinds, with which they are mixed; so that a single 
small tuber, which may have escaped notice in a 
lot of fine Neshanoc seed, by producing several 
small potatoes each year will greatly increase the 
probability of being included, and thus they are 
gradually increased each season. 

A writ ir in the Gcnnesee Farmer thus speaks of 



A very important object in planting potatoes is to 
have sound seed of a good variety. All who have 
planted the same kind of potato a number of vears 
on the same farm know that the potato will run out 
or get watery and hollow in the heart, and the evil 
increases every year, whatever the season may be. 
Such potatoes can be restored to their former sound- 
ness, with the loss of only one season, in the follow- 
ing manner: Save back two or three bushels of po- 
tatoes for six or seven weeks after the usual time of 
planting — say until the last of June— then plant 
them in the usual manner. They will not be ready 
to dig till a frost has wilted the vines. On digging 
them then, they w ill be found to be quite small; 



save them carefully till spring, and plant them at 
th>; usual planting time, and if the season is favo- 
rable they will produce large potatoes and as sound 
as ever that varietv was originallv.

The deterioration of potatoes when grown on the 
same soil for a number of years has been remarked 
iu some localities, while in others the same seed has 
been used for 20 years without any apparent falling 
oT either in size, quality, or quantity. The suita- 
bleness of the soil to the crop doubtless has much to 
do ■ ith the quality for seed, and, where there is no- 
ticed any falling oft" in any respect, no time should 
be lost in obtaining other seed. The plan of plant- 
ing a portion of the crop late is sometimes practiced 
by persons under the l>elief that the produce is 
dryer and letter-flavored for winter and spring use. 
It may be that it has a beneficial effect on seed pota- 
toes; at least it seems worth a trial. The late crop 
is always smaller than that planted early, and in 
seasons like the last it would most likely be just 
nothing at all.
